They are 10 
inches long and are centered on the 
cat’s back and lay over her sides. 

The cat, called Angelina by her own- 
ers, 55 year old Juan Priego and his 50 
year old wife, Victoria, is “a duty gray 
Angora’, according to the newspaper re- 
ports, and has green eyes. This probably 
classifiies it technically, as a Shaded 
Silver. Another press report states that 
the fur-covered wings are fawn-colored. 

Doctors or veterinarians who have 
examined Angelina state that the wings 
are real and that they are formed by a 
cartilage, an elastic tissue or gristle that 
eventually forms bone. 

No report is included whether or not 
the wings can be moved by the cat, al- 
though the rather amusing treatment of 
the news story states that Angelina can- 
not fly. 

The news of the discovery was first 
announced in a Madrid newspaper, with 
the result that thousands of curiosity 
seekers descended upon the basement 
apartment of the Priegos to view the 
winged feline.

Once upon a time there was a beauti- 
ful Oriental princess, begins a third tale.

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making it as secure as if it were the 
royal treasury. So the princess and her 
cat, although its kittens had kinks in 
their tails or none at all, lived happily 
ever after. 

It is a fact that a breed of kink-tailed 
cats and cats without tails—tails lost 
perhaps because of the weakness of the 
kinks—did develop in the Orient. Some 
of those tailless ones were carried west- 
ward in the Islamic Conquest and re- 
mained in Spain after the Saracens were 
driven out. And that leads to the most 
believeable story of all on how such cats 
reached the Isle of Man. 

Cats without tails are said to have 
been aboard the ships of the mighty 
Armada, sent by Philip II of Spain to 
conquer England. When sudden tempests 
and Queen Elizabeth’s gallant, little fleet 
smote the Spaniards, down sank the great 
galleons to the bottom of the Channel 
or were dashed ashore along the coast. 
Several wrecks from the Armada that 
had been called invincible broke up on a 
reef, thenceforth known as Spanish Rock, 
close to the Isle of Man. All hands were 
lost, but the ships’ cats leaped clear, 
reached the Rock and at low tide made 
their way ashore. Natives of Man took 
in the castaways—big, handsome tabbies 
and blacks, with long hind legs—and 
gasped with astonishment when _ they 
saw that not one of the cats had a tail. 


However Manx cats happened to be 
curtailed, they flourish to this day. Their 
taillessness, far from being considered 
“a gross injustice,’ puts a premium on 
the breed. Prized by fanciers, so many 
were exported that inhabitants of Man, 
proud of their unique pussies, enforced 
a near-embargo with the slogan, “Manx 
Cats for Manxmen.” High prices must 
be paid for real Manxes, and those offer- 
ed as a bargain may be fakes, their tails 
cut off to make a sale to gullible tourists. 


They say that Pablo, the Tom cat, is 
in the doghouse now. 

It all happened in Chicago where 
Pablo lives in a South Side tavern. One 
morning he came home early, scratched 
on the back door to bring Henry Wil- 
liams, the night watchman to it. Harry 
opened the door and Pablo calmly walk- 
ed in—followed by two new pals—men 
carrying pistols, who held up the joint 
and carried off $650.

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OHIO CAPTURES 10 MIDWEST TITLES 


MISSOURI SIAMESE HAS HIGH POINT TOTAL 
THIRTY-FIVE WIN 1950 CROWNS 


Ohio has won the title of 1950 All- 
Midwestern “Cat State’ from the grip 
held firmly by Missouri since 1947, as 
thirty-five show cats, representing the 
thirteen Middle West states are named 
in the fourth annual rankings. 


The lineup of aristocrats of the show 
ring are eight less than were given title 
last year when forty-three were named. 
The diminishing total is the result of the 
high point total placed on winning title- 
holders in each of the four Sections this 
year. A total of 25 or more points must 
be accumulated before a cat is eligible 
for a Sectional title. Fifty points are 
needed by a Sectional titleholding feline 
to be eligible for the charmed circle of 
All America in its breed, color and sex 
classification. 

Ohio scored ten places with Missouri 
in the runner-up spot with seven. Last 
year Missouri had eleven titles as com- 
pared with Ohio's seven. Illinois is in 
third place with six as compared with 
nine last year. Michigan scored five 
places this season, just half as many as 
in 1949 when it was runner-up with 10. 
Wisconsin with three, Minnesota with 2, 
and Iowa and Colorado with one each 
round out the scoring states. Five states 
failed to place, these being Indiana, 
Kansas, Nebraska, and North and South 
Dakota. 

For the first time Colorado breaks in 
with a Midwestern title in the four year 
history of the rankings. 

Every sanctioned cat show of the 
United States and Canada was ranked 
and exhibitors who travelled to or sent 
entries to distant exhibitions are re- 
corded. No show, nor exhibitor was over- 
looked. Only errors in the rankings can 


be the result of erroneously reported 
shows. 
1950 All Midwestern ribbon awards 


will be sent directly to the owner of the 
titled cat, provided the receipt of noti- 
fication of win was received by Cats 
Magazine on or before May 1, 1950. 

A total of 569 Midwestern exhibitors 
showed their cats during the season of 
1949-50. Nebraska and South Dakota are 
the only two states that failed to furnish 
a single representative at a show. Break- 
down of the breeder-exhibitors in the 
eleven states headed by Michigan fol- 
lows: Michigan, 89; Ohio, 84; Missouri, 
76: Colorado, 67; Illinois, 67; Minnesota, 
65; Indiana, 52; Wisconsin, 43; Kansas, 
16; Iowa, 8; and North Dakota, 2. 

An accurate count of the number of 
competing cats could not be made, be- 
cause of sales, transfers, deaths and 
changes in names of the entries, often 
depending on the association sanctioning 
the exhibition. 

Mrs. R. H. Hecht of Normandy, Mo., 
led the exhibitors for the fourth consecu- 
tive year by placing three 1950 All- 
Midwestern title-holders. Miss Kay 
Thoma of Bay Village, Ohio and Mrs. 


Ella Conroy of New Richmond, Ohio 
each placed two winners. 

Grand Champion Vee Roi’s Lantara 
Gene, Blue Point Siamese female, and a 
two-time All America (1947 and 1949), 
the first Siamese (and quite.possibly the 
first short hair) ever to win the title of 
grand champion, is the high point scoring 
entry in the 1950 All-Midwestern list. 
This is the fourth straight year that the 
owner, Mrs. Hecht has carried off high 
point scoring cat in the Midwest. Lan- 
tara Gene repeated her point getting per- 
formance of 1947 when she was Best All- 
American Opposite Sex Cat of the Year 
to the Western Blue Persian, Ch. Wim- 
auma Masterpiece of Chalsu. She stacks 
up now with the already named Western 
representative (CATS, May, 1950), 
Quadruple Champion Don Roberto of 
Beverly-Serrano, Shaded Silver male, 
owned by Miss Lucille Laird of San Ber- 
nardino. 

The South and the East representatives 
for the highest award in Catdom—the 
1950 All-America Cat of the Year—will 
be announced respectively in the July 
and August 1950 issues of Cats Maga- 
zine respectively, with the winner pro- 
claimed in September. 

Second high-point scoring Cat is Ch. 
Vee Roi’s Banshee, a Siamese Seal Point 
female, owned by Dr. J. S. Caldwell of 
Cincinnati, Ohio. 

Top scoring male entry is the Blue 
Persian 1949 All-American repeater, Gr. 
Ch. Jubilee of Blulace of West Allies, 
owned by Mrs. Lester O'Neill of West 
Allis, Wisconsin. Second top scoring male 
is Dbl. Ch. Prince Corso III, owned by 
Mr. and Mrs. H. B. Zieses of Detroit. 


STORK HALTS POLICE 
TARGET PRACTICE 


In Salem, Mass., the birth of four 
kittens postponed the target practice for 
the local gendarms. 

When the bluecoats were set for pistol 
practice at the indoor range of the police 
station, they were disrupted by the 
meowing of kittens. Investigation showed 
that the Department’s new pet, Mrs. 
Tommy Cat, had given birth to a litter 
of kits. 

The practice was called off until a new 
shelter could be provided for the new 
boarders. Veteran policemen recall that 
other police Department feline pets have 
given birth to kittens in the “same favor- 
ite spot”.

The rankings for 1950 show decidely 
that the competition provided in the 
Long Hair Division is exceptionally 
strong. It is noted that the point scoring 
by the entries in this division are low in 
comparison with other sections. 

Owners of 1950 All Midwestern title 
winners can be assured that their cats 
are the best in the Midwest as far as 
breed, color and sex classification are 
concerned, for the season of 1949-50, 
extending from August 7, 1949 to and 
including March 18, 1950. These win- 
ning Owners now must be patient until 
on or about July 1, when they will re- 
ceive official notification if their cats win 
the big title of 1950 All America, assur- 
ing them of owning the Best Cat in its 
breed, color and sex classification as 
provided by competition throughout the 
United States and Canada. 

If better cats than these are known, 
they have not been shown sufficiently to 
win a title. 

To those owners, who have failed to 
make the grade with their fine and lovely 
Cats during the 1949-50 season,

HISTORY OF THE AMERICAN CAT FANCY 


PART 16 — EARLY MIDWESTERN FIRSTS 
BY CHARLES A. KENNY 


(Copyright 1950, by Charles A. Kenny. 


Although the East (New England) is 
credited with being the area that in- 
fluenced the beginning of the Cat Fancy 
in America with its early cat shows in 
Maine and Massachusetts, culminating 
with the first nationally organized exhi- 
bition in New York City’s Madison 
Square Garden on May 8, 1895, it re- 
mained for the Midwest to develop and 
thoroughly establish the Cat Fancy and 
move it into a permanent organization 
that holds to this day. 

Two years after the New York show, 
Chicago staged its first exhibition in 
1897, exact date of which has not been 
found in research data by your corres- 
pondent. Sufficient material has been 
preserved in the feline records, however, 
to give credit for this first Midwestern 
cat show to Mrs. Leland Norton of 
Chicago. The event was a_ tremendous 
success, and before the year was ended, 
St. Louis also staged a show, but no data 
has been recorded. 

The success of the Chicago cat shows 
of 1897 and 1898, resulted in the found- 
ing of the Chicago Cat Club, designed 
for the purpose of staging annual exhi- 
bitions with the proceeds earmarked for 
pet shelters. The organization meeting 
of this Club took place in January 1899, 
but before activity was underway, a 
second Chicago group met and formed 
the Beresford Cat Club. This group was 
instigated by Mrs. Clinton Locke, the 
outstanding personality in America at 
the time known for her unusual and fine 
im:ported cats. She was a personal friend 
of Lady Beresford of England, world 
famous for her beautiful cats and it was 
because of this friendship that the new 
group adopted the name of Beresford, 
which holds to this day. 


The Beresford Cat Club lost little time 
staging its first exhibition in January, 
1900, and the same year opened a reg- 
istry for pedigree cats. This stud book 
superceded an earlier registry launched 
during the original Madison Square show 
of 1895. 


So well organized was the Beresford 
Cat Club and its stud book that most 
show cats in the United States and 


Canada were entered in it. This first stud 
book contained entries received from 
July 1899 to July 1900 and made its 
appearance in published form late in 
1900. Price of the manual was 5Vc to 
members of the Beresford club and $1.50 
to non-members. The first volume listed 
193 members and 146 cats. Membership 
was national. 

Four volumes of the Beresford Cat 
Club Stud Book and Register were pub- 
lished—1900, 1901, 1903 and 1905. 

With the establishment of the Ameri- 
can Cat Association, Volume 1 (1907) 
of that organization carried on with stud 
listiags, while the Beresford Club con- 
tinued as the parent organization to 
formulate the policies of the ACA, re- 
sulting eventually in breaking away by

a group of clubs in the East to form the 
Cat Fanciers’ Association. 

Thus it was that the Midwest heid the 
power during the early days of the Cat 
Fancy by reason of its splendid Beresford 
organ zation but controlled entirely by 
Mrs. Clinton Locke.

The name of the breed division, Dom- 
estic Short Hair, has been altered and 
changed to American Short Hair, ac- 
cording to a ruling handed down at the 
quarterly Board meeting of the Cat Fan- 
ciers’ Association, held in New York 
City, April 10, and published in the 
official bulletin of the organization. 

Because of the large volume of business 
which was not completed at the original 
meeting a second session was held April 
29. 

At the second meeting the proposal 
advanced at the annual meeting for reg- 
ional representation was acted upon by 
naming of a constitutional committee 
with Miss Elsie G. Hydon, (East) chair- 
man. with Mrs. Bess Morse (West), Mrs. 
Walter E. Limpert and Mrs. Lester 
O’Neill (Midwest), and Mrs. John H. 
Revington (South). It is expected the 
territory breakdown will be patterned 
after the All-Sectional boundaries of 
the All-America Cat Rankings. 

Contrary to the opinion of a 
there is nothing secretive about the 
regional representative proposal.

The reason that 
CATS MAGAZINE did not report the 
passed motion in its coverage of the 
meeting was to await such time as the 
new president appointed a constitutional 
committee to study the problem, and 
submit recommendations. 

The committee is scheduled to present 
its findings, plus any recommendations 
it may have to the Board at its meeting, 
June 19, and the Board in turn will sub- 
mit it to member clubs on or before 
September 15, 1950. The project will 
then be voted upon at the annual nieet- 
ing in February 1951. 

In reference to that “problem breed” 
classification, the Russian Blues, the CFA 
Board ruled that “Russian Blue cats are 
not to be accepted for competition in 
shows unless accompanying Stud Book

estic Short Hair, from the breed division 
in the Cat Fancy to that of American 
Short Hair as far as the Cat Fanciers’

The American Short Hair standard as 
presented by the CFA under the heading 
of Domestic Short Hair and published 
officially by the organization in_ its 
“Show Rules” follows: 

BODY AND TAIL: Well knit 
and powerful, showing good depth 
of body. Chest full and broad. Tail 
short rather than long, tapering 
towards point, carried almost level 


with back. (20 points, including 
= size, bone and length of 
tail). 


LEGS AND FEET: Legs of good 
substance and in proportion to the 
body. Feet neet and well rounded. 

HEAD: Head broad between the 
ears; cheeks well developed; face 
and nose short. (20 points, including 
size and shape of eyes). 

EARS: Small, slightly round at 
tips, not large at base. 

COAT: Short, smooth and very 
close lying. (15 points). 

CONDITION: Hard and muscu- 
lar, giving a general appearance of 
activity. 

COLOR: Requirements for color 
of coat and eye color the same as for 
long hair cats. (25 points). 

(Color of eyes—10 points). 


(Colors of long: hair cats are 
White (blue or orange eye), Black, 
Blue, Red, Cream, Chinchilla, 


Shaded Silver, Smoke, Silver Tabby, 
Brown Tabby, Red Tabby, Tortoise- 
shell and Blue Cream.)

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months so many of our 
better known breeders have installed 
germicidal ultra-violet ray lamps in their 
catteries, that this seems an opportune 
time to answer a few of the questions 
concerning radiation. Questions such as, 
“what is it? how does it work? what 
will it do?” 

Have you ever watched a rainbow? 
If so you have seen Mother Nature per- 
forming one of her optical experiments. 
The little drops of moisture which re- 
main in the air after a shower act as 
prisms, breaking the strong sunlight into 
its component parts. The light which we 
see as white light is actually a combina- 
tion of many different colors of light, 
and it is these bands of colored light 
which make up the “invisible spectrum”. 
However, there are many forms of radia- 
tion which are invisible to the eye: one 
of these forms is the X-ray, which has 
the power to penetrate opaque sub- 
stances. Another form, and the one we 
are concerned with, is the invisible rad- 
iation known as ultra-violet. 

The ultra-violet part of the spectrum 
is divided into four groups. The first is 
the section nearest the visible spectrum 
which supplies radiation used in floures- 
cent effects. The second group is known 
as “biologically effective radiation”— 
such rays assist in the activation of

Vitamin D. The third section consists 
of radiations which has the power to 
destroy germs, bacteria, mold, and other 
types of micro-organisms. The fourth 
radiation group consists of shorter wae 
lengths which form ozone. 


In checking the above it is apparent 
that the third group is the one which 
should interest cattery owners. In actual 
repeated tests it has been proven that 
lamps radiating bactericidal ultra-violet 
are capable of reducing the bacteria 
count in barns and kennnels by as much 
as 94%. It is evident that when the 
number of pathogenic organisms in the 
air are reduced, the general health of 
the animal is improved. 


The degree of contamination of the 
air where animals are obliged to live 
restricted lives depends on several fact- 
ors:-(1) the duration of occupancy; (2) 
the number of inhabitants 
amount of contamination in their res- 
piratory passages; (3) the cleanliness of 
the quarters; (4) the efficiency of ven- 
tilation.

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There are two types of germicidal 
lamps—-a hot cathode type and a cold 
cathode type. 

The hot cathode type is about the size 
of a flourescent lamp and has the life 
expectancy of 4,000 hours (six months) 
in 70 degree temperature. This type of 
lamp should be tested by meter every 
34% months. 

Vhe cold cathode type is a slender 
tube about 34 inches long and has a life 
expectancy of about 9,000 hours. The 
cold cathode type should be tested every 
ten months by your service man. Tubes 
should always be maintained at a level 
where they will do the job expected of 
them. They should also be kept clean 
dirt on the tubes reduces their effective- 
ness. A piece of cheesecloth dampened 
with ammonia is recommended as a 
cleaning agent. 

An example of the effectiveness of 
ultra-violet radiation—Petri plates spray- 
ed lightly with a filtered suspension of 
staphylococus organisms were made ster- 
ile after only 60 seconds exposure to the 
radiations at a distance of five feet. Con- 
sider, if you will, what havoc such radia- 
tion would do to cattery germs. 

Leading laboratories and agricultural 
experiment stations now use ultra-violet 
in research and experimental work. Cer- 
tainly there is a definite place for it in 
cat breeding. 

Ultra-violet should not be considered 
a substitute for ordinary cleanliness, but 
combined with good sanitary conditions 
should prove an asset to the Cattery 
owner.
